It says he even, on the 
occasion of the Kaiscr’s last: visit 
to England, stayed as a member 
of the suit at Buckingham Pal- 
ace. Seven or eight years ago, 
Steinhaer was placed at the head 
of the German secret service on 
what is termed the personal 
fricndship of the Kaiser, who gave 
him ng ie hand to organize a 
coaatace set of spics in Great 
Britain. In order that the work 
should not ‘suffer from lack — of 
funds, Steinhaer has at his com- 
mand just as much money as he 
requirecs He made frequent vis- 
its to this country, got into 
touch with the principal German 
residents, and within a few 
months had appointed paid 
agents in London and in ¢very 
arsenal and dockyard town, in 
every important provincial city 
and in cities on the English and 
Scottish coast. Letters for this 
master spy were addrcssed Stein- 
haer, Potsdam, nothing more. 

It was in May, 1911, Says the 
Express, that the Kaiser and his 
master spy carried out their 
Machiavelhan plot of coming to 
London together and using Buck 
ingham Palace for furthering 
their treacherous desffns to 
wreck the British empire All 
the time the Kaiser was profess 
ing the greatest iriendship for 
England, he knew that his mast 
er spy, whom ihe had especially 
brought over with him was en 
gaged in perfecting the organiza 
tion which he hoped would hum 
ble the ‘British Empire in the 
dust.’

Ottawa, Oct. 23.—The instruc- , 


tions w hich have been sent out in 
connection with the mobilization 
of further contingents for’ over- 
s€as service, state that while 
young men from 18 years up may 
be recruited, those under- 21 


years must have the written con- | 


sent of their parents. Men 21 
years and older are not required 
to have this consent.

DYKES OPENED; 5,000 GER- 
MANS ARE DROWNED

London, Oct. 26.—A large Ger- 
man force has been driver out of 
the low country southeast of Dix- 
mude by floods which followed 
the cutting of the dykes, accord- 
ing to the Sunday Observer, 
which prints a dispatch sent by. a 
correspondent in the department 
Pas-de-Calais. Some esti- 
mates place the German losses 
there at 5,000 drowned, ;beside 
3,000 killed and wounded. This 
may yive sume hints as ‘to what 
is meant when it was declared 
that the fighting in this region is 
the most desperate of the 
thus far.
